A Desperate Arizona Outlaw, Who is Worth $6,000, Alive or 
Dead, to the Authorities Who Fear Him. 





HIS ONE ROMANCE WAS A BAR-ROOM WEDDING. 





But When He Tried to Steal His Honeymoon Expenses From a Bank He Had the 
Run of His Life and Escaped to Mexico. 





There isa mau in Arizona who is worth $5,000, dead 
or alive, to hiscaptors. He has not only. been terror- 
izing Arizona and New Mexico for several years, but 
he has successfully eluded all the detectives, sherifis 
and marshals who have been on histrall. He has been 
a bad man from his boyhood, aud it is said he commit- 
ted his first murder when he was but twenty-five years 
of age. 

He was left $1,500 by a relative in 1893, and spent 
all the money in a month In Phoenix and Yuma. Then 
he drifted to Sonora, Mexico, and the few people who 
remember him thought he was probably dead down 
there until the news came that he was the Myed of a 
reckless gang of bandits who were after gold coin at 
the sacrifice of any life that baffled their efforts. 

About Aug. 8, 1896, several men employed in the 

general merchandise store of the Hualip! Mining Com- 
pany, two miles north of Kingman, Ariz., were 
aroused from their noonday siestus behind the 
counters one hot, blistering day, by four 
cowboys who walked in and asked to see rome 
saddles. One of the storemen started to go 
‘upstairs to show the strangers his stock of 
saddies. The others were too warm ard 
sleepy to move, but the moment they saw 
each of the supposed purchasers whip out two 
long, murderous revolvers at full cock they 
were instantly very much awake. 

When each of the store men looked into the 
muzzle of a pistol as if into the mouth of a 
railroad tunnel he saw that he and his store 
companions were in the hands of bandits. 
While one bandit, a tall, dark complexioued 
fellow, with deep set eyes and mammoth 
tattooed stars on his hands, went about the 
store seeking money and transportable val- 
uables, the store men were kept looking at 
very close range into the muzzgles of cocked 
revolvers. In ten minutes, perhaps, some 
$1,400 i» coin was taken, for there is not the 
convenience of bank deposits in frontier settie- 
ments. 

Then the storekeepers were bound and 
gagged, One of. them resisted, and in the 
scrimmage was stabbed to death. The bandits 
bound the other men tighter, and hastening 
out, were soon on their bronchos outside, 
Before any of the men in the store could get 
loose and give the alarm the bandits were 
miles away on the alkali desert, where no 
one but a few poor, starved Hualipi Indians 
live in a territory of about '700 square miles. 

The sheriff had no sooner set out to seek the 
bandits than the information came that the 
office force of the Resolute Mining Company, 
fifty miles over toward Ash Fork, had been 
held up, bound and gagged by the same gang 
on the day previous to the robbery and murder 
at Kingman. Some thirty ounces of gold and 
coin to the amount of $100 had been stolen 
trom the safe. 

Then in this career of crime was sandwiched 
a bit of romance. The outlaw fell in love with a pretty 
girl of Nogales, Ariz. He courted her s0 violentiy that 
he induced her to go away with bim. They searched 
for a justice of the peace to perform the wedding cere- 
mony, and they found him in a saloon. While the 
barkeeper was setting up the drinks they were mar- 
ried, and then, in order to get money to go on a wedding 
tour, he robbed the bank of the town while the girl 
waited not far away. 

The groom and two companions entered the ipstitu- 
tion. Orie covered the president, who was outside the 
railing; another stepped to the window and called the 
teller, who was sitting at some distance, and ordered 
him to hold up his hands. The teller promptly obeyed, 
and started to walk to the window, but was stopped 
before he could get there. The third man went down 
to the end of the railing to get behind it and at the 
cash. At the end he saw an open door leading into a 
room where several men were planning an irrigation 
scheme. He promptly held them up: Each was thus 
busy holding some person with his six-shooter, and 
there was no one left to shovel the money into the 


Realizing that something must be done to change 
the combination, the man who had the irrigation con- 
vention at bay promptly shut the door on it. The 
slamming ofthe door attracted the attention of the 
gentleman at the teller’s window, and he turned to see 
what the trouble was. The instant the robber turned 
the teller made a jump for his window, underneath 
which, on a shelf, reposed the bank six-shooter, which 
he grabbed and began sbooting. 

Over one hundred shots were fired inside of three 
minutes. Every man who could get a gun and a horse 
took the trail. By sharp riding the gang got away and 
escaped Into Sonora, Mexico. A week later the bride 
rejoined her husband. 

Three months passed and the Arizona people began 
to hope and then to think that the band had decided to 
remain permanently in the Republic of Mexico. Lute 








one night in January, 1897, when the alr was a little 
chilly in the semi-tropic regions, ive meu in masks 
walked In upon a faro game at Deming, N. M. While 
four of the masked men covered the eleven gamblers 
and kept their hands away above their heads the tallest 
of the masked men gave his whole attention to the 
cashier of the layout. That official reached for his pis- 
tol, but he was too slow. He wasshot in the face and 
he dropped forward on the green table. The robbers 
were goue in a twinkling. 

Three murders were added in 1898 to the catalogue 
of crimes attributed to the notorious band. One was 
the shooting of a passenger on the stage from Tomb- 
stone to Grant Springs, in Arizona, when that vehicle 
was held up, and the passeugers piled their watches, 
purses and other valuables in a heap for the use of the 
bandits. Another murder was that of a switchman for

He bit into two pairs of tights,and then with the 
young women screaming and the dog howling the cur- 
taln waz rung down to the intense disgust of the 
audience. In the meantime the dog held stage centre 
and the actresses were fast ing hysterical, but 
the stage manager was equal to the occasion. He 
armed himself with aclub and a revolver and after 
beating the prize bull into a pulp be put four bullets 
where they would do the most good.

because, probably, he was suspected of having recog- 
nized the gang and of having plans for telling his sus- 
picions to the sheriff. 

The Santa Fe westbound overland was held up by 
the gang west of Gallup last June, The express mes- 
senger was shot, the safe was dynamited and a sack of 
gold and currency was secured. Sherift Lawrence and 
twenty carefully picked men chased the gang for two 
weeks. Heavy rains fell, and not the faintest clew re- 
mained for trailing the ontlaws across bundreds of 
miles of sun baked soil in an uninhabited region. The 
general merchandise swre of the Phelps Mining Com- 
pany at Hueneme in Yavapai County, A. T., was 
robbed one day last November while two employees 
there were at dinner and the two other men in the 
store were bound and gagged, but only a few dollars 
were had. 

The gang is well acquainted witha large’section of the 
country tothe southwest, and there are few men in 
that section that will openly and single handed do any- 
thing against them. In a posse it is different. A num- 
ber oi the men are their friends and help them with 
food, horses and information.

One of the Strangest Wagers Ever Made Makes the Bank Roll of a Little Rock, 
Ark., Resort Shrivel Up to Nothing. 





One of the best known sporting men of the country, 
who bas a reputation for square playing and veracity 
that exteuds from the Atiantic to the Pacific ocean, 
wasinthe cafe of the Park Hotel, at Hot Springs, 
Ark., the other day, with a choice crowd of story tel- 
lers, and when they had all unloaded an anecdote of 
some kind, and it was up to him, he began: 

“I have heard of some queer streaks of luck in my 
day, but none of the stories I have ever heard can equal 
the play I saw about a week ago at Little Rock, when 
an old ga-ta-bo won $2,000 and broke the bank with 
Only a pound cake as au original stake. Of course, you 
know that poundcake, don’t, as a rule, go as stakes in 
a@ faro game, and this wus only started as a joke, but by 
the time the smoke of battle had cleared away the joke 
was very much on the house. 

“]T happened into the place, and it seems that one of 
the frequenters wasa little old fellow 
they called the Professor—I dow’t know 
what he is professor of, but from what 
I saw [ should say he was professor of 
faro. Business was dull when I went 
in and there were only a couple of 
playersin the house, when the little, 
old Professor bobbed in. He didu’t 
seem to be looking for a play and just 
stood around looking on in an inter 
ested sort of way. Under his arm he 
had a package done up in brown paper. 

“The dealer wasn’t working very 
hard when he came in, and he was 
sbuffling the cards in an absentminded 
sortofaway. He glanced up at the 
Professor and when he saw he didn’t 
make any move to play he asked him 
if he wasn’t going to get Into the game 
and make a few dollars. 

“*No, I'm broke,’ answer @ tue pro- 
fessor. ‘I got to shaking dict viown at 
the corner and I lostall I hed with 
me.’ 

“Asthe men talked the dealer put 
the cards in the box and began dealing 
them out.

***7’11 tell you what I’ll do,’ he said to the professor. 
*You play that cake on the seven and I'll allow you a 
fifty cent chip for it.’ 

“The professor hesitated. His desire to take the 
cake home fought with his desire to have one turn 
with the cards. The gambling instinct was too strong, 
and in a minute the cake was on the seven, the card 
being played to win. As the cake was placed on the 
table the dealer grinned as he thought of the sure thing 
he had. Then he slowly dealtthe cards. Hisjaw 
dropped as he saw one of the case cards lose and the 
seven win. 

“The professor grinned and started to take down the 
cake. 

“ ‘No, don’t do that,’ broke in the dealer. ‘The 
agreement was that thecake was to be left open on the 
seven until the end of the deal.’

With 
his $5.50 cash and his poundcake safely tucked under 
his arm the little professor was ready to tackle a new 
deal. His luck held good, and he had his nerve with 
him to such an extent that before the deal was halt 
through he had $2,000 inchips io front of bim, and 
the dealer turned up the box.” .

Col. Down- 
man and his men got within two hundred yards of the 
trenches, but were compelled to retreat, the colonei 


himself being mortally wounded.

KNOCKS OUT “CHARLEY” MASON AND “FRECKLES” O’BRIEN 


INSIDE OF THREE ROUNDS 





Fast and Lively Doings Among the Fighting Fraternity All Over 
the Country---Records of Battles Fought. 





MARTY M’CUE DEFEATS SIDDONS IN A SPLENDID BATTLE 





‘Joe’ Bernstein and ‘‘Matty’ Matthews Give Poor Exhibitions of Their Fistic 
Quality---Another Ring Fatality---Small Fights. 





Knocking out two men in one night bas come to be 
regarded by “Terry”? McGovern as an ordinary per- 
formance. He added two more victuns to bis list at 
Cinciunati, Oblo, on Dec. 18 in the arena of the 
People’s Athletic Club. He had neverseen either of 
the oppouents selected for him and decided to allow 
himagtf ten rounds in each tnstance in view of the pos 
sibility that they might be harder than the average, 
but the taak he set for himself proved to bean easy 
one, both men being too badly frightened to do much 
fighting, and the little wonder had the satisfaction of 
putting both men to sleep inside of three rounds. 

His opponent in the first bout wasa Chicago celeb- 
rity named “Charley” Mason. McGovern sent his left 
to Masoun’s face repeatediy in the first round, driving 
him about the ring. He did not use bis right at all, 
aud at the end of the round Mason was bleeding from 
the mouth and nose, aud went to bis corner groggy. 

In,the second round McGovern put his right to the 
jaw, which sent Mason down. After taking the count 
he arose only to go down aud out by a right and left on 
the jaw. 

During the interval between McGovern’s bouts, 
Signor Hart, of Chicago, and “Dan” Dougherty, ot 
Philadelphia, went on for what was to be a ten-round 
go. Hart was knocked out in the sixth round. 

McGovern’s second opponent was “Freckles” 
O’Brien, of New Orleans, who weighed about 130 
pounds. After felnting for the first two minutes they 
went to clinch and on the breakaway McGovern 
hooked his left to the jaw, and O’Brien went down and 
out. 


**Marty” [icCue Whips Siddons. 


The principal bout at the Stamford Athletic Club, of 
Stamford, Coun.,on Dec. 16, was between “Marty” 
McCue, of New York, aud George Siddons, of Hart- 
ford, for twenty rounds at 126 pounds. The bout was 
very lively toward the close. McCue got the decision, 
The sharpest go of the night was between—“Shep”’ 
Walker and “Jim” Barrett, both of Stamford. They 
went at’each other hammer-and-tongs fashion until the 
sixth robnd, when Barrett was floored. Walker got 
thé decision. Goodbody and Hines fought ten rounds, 
at 112 pounds, to a draw. “Jimmie” Carroll, of Brook- 
lyn, was referee. “Exidie” Hayes, ot New York, issued 
a challenge to McCueat the ringside. . 


‘Billy’? Ryan Won at Last. 


Alter three b:ttles, each of which resulted in a draw, 
“Billy” Ryan, of Syracuse, N. Y., finally won a de- 
cision over “Tommy” Sullivan, of Brookiyn. The 
fourth fight took place at Syracuse, N. Y., before the 
Moharch Athletic Club. “Charley” White, of New 
York, was the referee. 

The boys met at 122 pounds and the fight was an ex- 
tremely clever oue. Both men displayed much science, 
although Ryan was the quicker. 

The Syracusan earned the decision by his work in 
the last few rounds. He was stronger and the more 
aggressive and cut outthe pace from the nineteenth 
round on. The referee’s decision was favorably re- 
ceived. 

Ryan paid most attention to his oppunent’s head and 
drew blood trom Sullivan's nose in an early round, 
while Sullivan looked after his opponent’s body, on 
which he landed often with no apparent effect. 

In the eighth round the Syracusan had bis opponent 
going with a series of right and left swings on the jaw, 
but he lacked the strength to finish the job, and when 
the gong sounded in the next round Sullivan was ali 
right again. 

Ryan used running tactics in the early rounds of the 
fight with the intention of tiring his opponent out. 
After the tenth round, however, it was a stand up fight 
for the most part. 

“Middy” Hennessy, of Syracuse, gave “Frankie”’ 
McMay, also of that city,a terrible drubbing in the 
twelve-round preliminary. 


**Kid’’ Parker Knocked Turner Out. 


“Kid” Parker, of Denver, proved bimself to be 
above the average fighter on Dec. 15 by knocking out 
“Rute” Turner, colored, of Stockton, Cal., in the ninth 
round of what was to have been a twenty-round bont. 
The fight was decided in Woodward's .Pavition, San 
Francisco. Purker fought on the defensive for a 
couple of rounds, but after that it was all over with the 
colored fighter. Parker landed a hard left on Turner’s 
stomach alter fighting one minute in the ninth round, 
and the negro went down and out, In the preliminary 
“Willie” Cole ot San Francisco lost to Clarence Ritchie 
of St. Louis on a foul. 


Jansen a Good Substitute. 


After winning a preliminary at the Broadway Atb- 
letic Club, New York, on Friday night, George Jansen, 
the former amateur lightweight champion, went to 
Troy, N. Y., asa substitute for “Jack” Delaney, and 
fought “Jack” Ryan of Brooklyn a twenty-round 
draw. They put upa rattling fight, Ryan injured his 
right hand early in the fight by striking Jansen on the 
elbow, and he battled the remainder of the bout practi- 





cally with one hand. There was a fair amount of slug- 
ging, but the accident prevented Ryan from making 
his usual “good showing, The decision of Reteree 
“Jimmy” Dime was a draw. “Percy” McIntyre, of 
New York, went on with “Jim” McGrath in the pre- 
liminary for ten rounds at catch weights. The precious 
pairstarted in to fake it, and Referee Dime discovered 
the palpable attewpt and put the two of them out of 
the ring inthe first round. McGrath then went on 
with Louis Beasley, ot Troy, aud the latter won In ten 
rounds. 
‘*Matty’’ Matthews’ Poor Fight, 
Of course “Matty” Matthews won. He only had

The cause of the latter’s death, as re- 
ported to the coroner, was concussion of the brain. 
Bellerson and the seconds of both principals are held to 
await the action of the Grand Jury, The arrest of 
Charlies W. Whitney, Jr., manager of the St. Louis 
Athietic club, and Timekeepers Cappels aud Clark also 
bas been ordered,

“Eddie” Connolly, of 8t. Jobn, can perhaps realize 
the tact better than anybody else that his old-time 
pugilistic form is returning to him—the form which 
enabled him to defeat ‘“Tom” Causer, the welterweight 
champion of England, make a draw with “Dick” 
Burge and win innumerabie battles with men of lesser 
pote, When he fought “Kid” Lavigne the latter pun- 
ished him badly, and this and other causes made it 
extremely doubtful that he would ever fight again. 
When he did return to the ring after being to retire- 
ment for s long time he showed plenty of his old-time 
speed, but strength was lacking, and after fighting ten 
of fifteen rounds he invariably snftered from his exer- 
Hons and falied to finish in a satisfactory manner. Ov 
December 15 he fought “Kid” MoPartiand at the 
Broadway Athietic Club, New York, and won ade 
Cisive victory in twenty-five rounds. In fact was 
not a single round that he did not have the of bis 
opponent, and throughoat the battle fought with all bis 
old-time vigor and strength. 

He and McPartland weighed in at 188 pounds. Mo 
Partiand looked every ounce of the weight. Oonnolly 
reemed fine and in poorer condition than when he last 
met McPartiand In the same ring and fought him to a 
draw. The jocal man had been a strong favorite with 
the bettors, and when he stood up in the ring with Con- 
nolly he seemed to have such a strong advantage 
physically that they unloosened their purse-strings, 
and in a twinkling McPartiand mouey was going beg- 
ging at odds of 100 w 80. 

The big crowd In the clubhouse looked for Connolly 
to make « rush, slam fight, such as he made in all 
his previous contests in this city. It soon became evi- 
dent that McPartiand also looked for that kind of a 
performance. Heaud the crowd were disappointed, 
At no stage of the contest did Connolly allow bis desire 
to finish the job to overcome his discretion. He fought 
fust and skillfully, but always he war on guard, and 
always he seemed to go to his corner with something in 
reserve. Round after round he fought with the great- 
est skill and coolness. 

As usual, McPartiand was strong in defensive tac- 
ties; but, strong as his guard was, it stil was far trom 
belu. impenetrable to Connolly. Instead of rashing 
/ Sopponentand trying for general results, the St. 
Juin man stood off and brought bis skill into play. 
Tine and again bis left found McPartiand’s fuce in 
vicious style, and on this hand to a large extent he de- 
pended. Frequently he followed the left to the face or 
ear with the right over the heart or the kidneys, ‘and, 
whether at long range or close querters, had thie better 
of the 

In fact, the St. John pugilist tought so fast and well 
that he made McPartland, clever pugilist that he is, 
look a good deal like a raw amateur. He had the “Kid” 
led up frequently. More than once McPartiand was 
tetnted out of position and then fell an eaay prey to his 
opponent, who kept his engagement with every oppor- 
tunity that presented itself. More than once, the 
“Kid” seemed to lose his bead, and then, of he 
got all that was coming to him. Many a time he went 
to his corner weary In spirit and soré tc. body, bub. al- 
most invariably he came back seemingly fresh.

Iu the fourth both boxers roughed it, and each was thrown to the 
floor twice. Sullivan got in a hard left swing to the jaw in the 
fifth, and Popp clinched and threw Sulliv an over his shoulder. 

“Spike’’ gotup and went at the Canadian with a handful of 
stomach punches that left Popp on the floor, where he stayed until 
nine was counted. When he went to his corner he began vomiting, 
and the end looked not far away. 

He opened the sixth with a lively rush, but fought toe clinch 
and was warned by the referee fur choking ‘‘Spike,’’ whose nevk he 
got in chancery, ‘Spike’ sent him to, the floor with a left on the 
jaw, accompanied by aright swing tothe stomach. Popp did not 
rise.

iui posed task, happy in the consciousness 
that he was treasuring up a store of knowledge 
that would bear ample fruit in the future. 
How McCoy has made use of the knowlédge thus 
gained may be gathered from the fact that he afterward 
metanc defeated nearly all the men he had previously 
studied when a comparative novice. McCoy does not 
even) now consider that he knows all that is to be 
learned in connection with the game, but is ever on the 
alert fur new tricks and hitherto undiscovered points 
in mutters fistic. 

McCoy’s ofiér to train Corhett for his fight with 
Jefiries for the “Police Gazette’ belt, emblematic of 
the heavyweigiit championship of the world, seems to 
me to bein line with his former plans. A fight be- 
tween McCoy and Corbett is not a remote possibility, 
if the latter should defeat Jeffries, and McCoy evidently 
wishes to get acquainted beforeband with all the tricks 
and artifices of the ex-pompadour.

Fighters in the heavyweight division are 
agreed that Peter Maher is a tough proposition for any 
fighter togo up against. That he 1s so regarded is 
amply evidenced by the sedulous care taken by Jet- 
fries, Corbett, Fitzsimmons and others to avoid making 
Aa match with him. It is a saying among the fraternity 
that any one Maher can get at to hit he can whip, and 
past events have proved the correctness of the expres- 
sion, The big Irishman is a tremendously hard bitter 
aud knows how to rse his ability in this direction. He 
has courage, a8 was shown by his challenging and beat- 
ing “Joe” Goddard after the latter bad knocked him 
out. 

In addition to his great strength Maher is possessed 
ofa considerable knowledge of boxing, and he is all 
the time adding to this store. When McCoy and Maher 
meet in the ring, I expect to see McCoy the aggressor 
in the opening rouhds of the encounter. His aim will 
be to land good, solid punches on the Irishman with 
the possibility of knocking him out, hoping at the 
same time to avoid punishment by his own shbiftiness 
ot leg and cleverness cfhands. If he finds he can get 
at l’eter and still keep out of reach of the latter’s blows 
be will keep on with this method of attack, hoping to 
wear Maher out. If, howeyer, he finds that he cannot 
stave off Maher’s punches, he will change his tactics 
and endeavor to get the decision on points. Maher is 
nota rusher, and I doubt if he will try to mix itup with 
the “Kid” in the first few rounds. He will try to win 
by warding off the latter’s attack, hoping to land one of 
his terrific punches at an opportune moment and thus 
put his opponent out of business,

“STOCKINGS” CONROY BADLY PUNISHED. 


Ne Match for ‘‘Gus’’ Rublin and Pight Was 
Stepped in the Seventh Round. 

“Btookings’’ Conroy, of Troy, may know a whole lot 
} about one thing and another, but it is certain that he 
does not know enough about the noble art of self-de- 
fence as it is understood by the disciples of the late 
Marquis of Queensberry to entitie him to consideration 
as @ pugilist of first-class quality. Either “Stockings” 
is being badly managed or he has a more elevated idea 
of his own pugilistic qualifications than the jucidents of 
his public career seem to indicate. In hisown sphere 
he can “lick” a whole lot of men, but unfortunately for 
him he is inspired witha notion that he can fight in a 
Class or two higher, and that mistake induces him to 
make matches with meu whom he has no possible 
chance, barring an accident, to win from. 

An instance of this was given at the Broadway 
Athletic Club, New York, on Dec. 19 when he met 
“Gus” Rubliin, of Akron, Ohio, in what was “carded’’ 
to be a twenty-five-round battle at catchweights, but 
which resulted after seven roundsof rapid fighting in 
Conroy being so badly pounded, punched and punished 
that Referee White, out of humane cunsideration for 
the unfortunate fellow, sent him to his corner and 
awarded the honors to Rablin. 

The Troy man proved conclusively that he was 
game, but there bis connection with the affair about 
ceased. His knowledge of boxing is limited. His one 
qualification forthe game is a willingness but not an 
ability to take punishment. Rubiin toyed with him 
and kept him busy, with his short, fat arms flying 
about In a trautic endeavor toland on his opponent, 
Rublin, by no means fast on his feet, found no trouble 
in evading Conray's fierce rushes. The latter fighter 
did not land half a dozen blows tiiat would disturb the 
digestion of a healthy man. Practicaliy no betting was 
done, Rublin being a probibitive favorite. 

Rublin was seconded by “Billy” Madden, “Crocky” 
Boyle and “Joe” Hurst. Couroy was cared for by 
“Jimmie” Dime, Frank Hart and “Ed” McDauileis. 
They got to work under strict Queensberry rules. 
Ruhilin began the melee with a drive to the heart, es 
caping a heavy right swing that was aimed at the jaw. 
They came together with a crash, Rublin getting to 
the bedy with a left, and Conroy scraping the skin off 
the Akrun man’s nose with the right. “Gus” again 
touched up the body with both hands, but ran Into a 
stiff right-hander. Rubhlin got away from a vicious 
swing and jumped in with a straight left that put the 
Troy man’s bead back. He seemed to be playing with 
his man, sending his long left to the face and bis right 
to the body at will. 

Conroy tried desperately in the seconu, ~=* b's efforts 
at long range proved futile, owing to Ruhiin’s shifty 
foot work. Ruhlin poked his left into the stomach re- 
peatedly, and occasionally shifted it to the face, which 
invariably sent Conroy’s head “Stockings” 
swung both erms like flalisin a violent endeavor to 
hit something, but “Gus” avoided him by stepping 
back or closing on him. Couroy varied the monotony 
iu the third by landing a wicked swing on the jaw and 
a neatly timed right hook over the heart as they came 
to close quarters. 

It wenton in this one-sided way to the seventh, 
when Rublin tore in with a crashing right to the jaw 
that set the Trojan going. “Gus,’’ seeing that he had 
his man to the bad, sailed in to deliver the goods, and 
with a hot fusillade on body and face, beat “Stockings’’ 
to the ring floor. Conroy was helpless, and Roblin, 
seeing this, pleaded with the referee io stop the bout 
and save Conroy from further punishment. Conroy, 
however, again came to the scraich, and “Gus” began 
another bombardment. Conroy was staggering about 
the ring ina ripe condition to receive the finishing 
touch when the referee intervened. He stopped the 
bout and deciared@Ruhlin the winner. Time of the 
round, 2 minutes 58 seconds. 

The preliminary battle of twelve rounds was an ex- 
citing affair between ‘ Long Ike,” who drives a hack 
at Coney Island, and a colored individual who rejoices 
in the name of “Dan” Sullivan. Neither knew moch 
about the fistic game, and at the end of the scramble 
Referee White said “draw,” 


ERNE AND O'BRIEN MATCHED. 


All that now stands between Frank Erne and “Jack” 
O’Brien again contesting for the lightweight champton- 
ship are the days which will elapse from now until the 
date of the fight. Articles of agreement were signed, 
and with but few exceptions are the same as those 
under which they fought their twenty-five-round draw 
at Coney Island the early part of this month. 

In the next fight, which is slated for some day late 
in January, the men will weigh in at the ringside at 
134 pounds, instead of 133, as in their previous battle. 
In this fight, too, there will be no division of the purse, 
for the fighters have agreed that the winner shall take 
theentire $6,000 the Broadway Athletic Club has 
offered.

Frost the ‘serving glass with lime juice 
and sugar; in mixing glass put one large 
spoonful of sugar, half of a lemon, a jigger 
of gin and a half a jigger of cream; shake 
thoroughly and strain in serving glass; fill 
with seltzer and spray a piece of orange 
peel.

Hot Time in an Arizona Opera House Dur- 
ing a Show. 


‘The performance of “Don Caesar” by the Three Mus- 
keteers Company at the Ploenix (Ariz.) Opera House 
the other night came toan abrupt ending in the fourth 
act. The drama enacted on the stage was more realis- 
tic than bad been Intended, and it caused a stampede 
of the large audience.
